Fhe ves- 
uel is forty feet long with twelve foot 
beam, echooner rigged and oprrying 
an auxiliary engine. In common with 
the other boats which Captain Mathe- 
gon buildg she is guaranteed to stand 
whatever the Arctic offer in the 
way of buffets, and it is a remarkable 
fact that out of the long list of schoon- 
ers sent to the northern coast from 
Edmonton, not @ aingle boat has been 
wrecked. 

The “Bluenose” is built of white oak 
frame with eouthern cypress planking 
and equipped with two 35-foot masts 
carrying mainea!l, foresail and jib. 
Due to the sudden and violent storms 
which sweep the Arctic the Eskimos 


safiers do net like the idea of tall) 


masts and big spreads of canvas, 
hence always the instruction is to 
“eap ‘em low.” 

Innitak's previous schooners have 
all been sold to compatriots, in which 
transaction many white fox skins 
pemed from hand to hand, and due to 
hia acumen in trading the owner of 
the "Bluenose’” is now one of the “big 
men” on the Arctic coaat.

Captain Matheson is also building 
other echooners for the native of the 
north, One Papsuk from the country 
at the mouth of the Mackensie river 
has hed a boat bullt for him, which 
will go down at the game time. ‘in ad- 
dition to others.

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A glance at a railway map of 
the prairie west shows that in the 
southeastern portion which in. 
cludes the greater part of the 
prairie.area of Manitoba and the 
southeastern section of Saskatche- 
wan, the railway mileage is much 
greater in proportion to the land 
area than in other portions of the 
country. How does it happen that 
this particular section of the west 
is 80 much more favored by rail- 
ways than other parts? The ans- 
wer is: Large population and 
greater production <within the 
area served. Then why is there 
greater population and production 
in that area? Is it because of in- 
herent special conditions of soil or 
climate? ‘While residents will no 
doubt stoutly and aggressively 
maintain that such is the case, in 
the succession of the seasons there 
does not seem to be very substan- 
tial support for that contenéion. 
The reason will have to be found 
in other causes. 

The _tide.of settlement wae 
the east, and it is natural that the 
eastern part of the prairies should 
fill up first- That would account 
for the condifions of the first few 
years) But it is half a century 
sinceathe tide of eastern agricul- 
tural settlement began to overflow 
the western plains. The tendency 
to take what comes first is match- 
ed in the human mind by the de- 
sire to see what is beyond. It was 
not merely because it was nearer 
that the southeastern section of 
the praires secured so large a pro- 
portion of the settlers and conse- 
quent production of the prairie 
west. p 

To produce wheat is one thing. 
To sell it is another. But the two 
processes are necessary to—are in 
fact the complement of—each 
other. The cost of transportation 
is the important factor in the 
marketing of wheat: The chief 
market for our surplus wheat is 
in Europe. The great distance of 
the Canadian prairies from the 
Atlantic seaboard is a serious 
draw-back to profitable produc. 
tion because of the necessarily 
great cost of haul. As a matter of 
fact northern Saskatchewan and 
all Alberta are further from the 
Atlantic seaboard by present 
transportation routes than any 
other great wheat producing coun- 
try in the world is from its ocean 
ports. The length of haul being 
great, the cost is proportionately 
great. The cost of haul to market 
comes off the farmer’s price. As 
matters stand today each mile 
further west the settler locates 
the more it costs him to get his 
crop to market. Hence there is a 
very substantial reason why there 
is greater proportionate popula- 
tion and production in the eastern 
part of the prairie west than in the 
nore northerly or westerly sec- 
tions: 

Leaving the Atlantic ports out 
of consideration for the moment, 
it costs the farmer of the Red 
River valley six cents a bushel to 
deliver his wheat at Ft. William. 
Tt costs the farmer ate Edmohton 
or Calgary nearly ten* cents a 
bushel more. That is to say the 
Alberta farmer is working under 
a handicap of ten cents a bushel 
on his principal product, as com- 
pared with his neighbor on the 
Red River in Manitoba. The dif- 
ferences in cost at intermediate 
points are graded according to dis- 
tance from the head of the lakes. 

Geographic facts cannot be 
altered, Railroads must be paid 
for their work or they can’t con- 
tinue to do it. The evidence of the 
railway map already alluded to is 
that there must be some reduction 
in the cost of marketing the crop 
of the northerly and westerly 
three-fourths of the prairies before?

Churchill harbor is nearly due 
north of Kenora. From Nelson or 
Churchill the ocean distance to 
Liverpool is practically the same 
as from Montreal with unobstruct- 
ed deep sea navigation all the way 
during the late summer months— 
the months in which the results of 
the prairie wheat harvest are be- 
ing rushed to the lake front and 
the seaboard: To that part of the 
Went that is too heavily handicap- 
ped by length of rail haul to per- 
mit of profitable wheat farming 
at usual peace prices such as now 
prevail, it would be of huge ad- 
vantage to be able to add to the 
farmer’s price per bushel the pres- 
ent cost of transportation from Ft. 
William to Montreal. 


Hudson’s Bay is open at Nelson 
and Churchill for approximately 
five months in each year, but it 
would be a mistake to argue that 
therefore there is an open grain 
route during that period. The 
the Atlantic are very wide, with 
deep water, but unfortunately 
there is a late flow of Arctic ice 
which comes down the Fox chan- 
nel into the northern part of the 
Bay, and in reaching the Atlantic 
through the straits frequently 
blocks them until mid August. 
Once that flow of Arctic ice has 
cleared, the straits offer no im- 
pediment to navigation, until the 
winter ice begins to form in late 
October or éarly November. All 
authorities agree that during the 
whole of September as well as 
during the latter part of August 
and early October navigation to 
Churchill and Nelson is not only 
practicable but ordinarily safe for 
ocean vessels of any size or con- 
struction. Lighthouses and wire- 
less stations are the only aids to 
navigation that would be needed 
once the railway was completed to 
Nelson, if that proves to be a sat- 
isfactory port, and if not then to 
Churchill, in regard to which 
there is no doubt as to its being 
satisfactory: 

The railway was completed to 
within 90 miles’of Nelson several 
years ago and the 90 miles of 
grade was finished, but the rails 
have never been laid. Assuming 
the 90 miles of railway to be fin- 
ished, the actual rail distance from 
Edmonton to Nelson by way of 
Battleford, Prince Albert, Hud- 
son’s Bay Junction and The Pas is 
1,058 miles as compared with 1,216 
to Ft. William by the shortest rail 
distance. From Calgary by way 
of Saskatoon Warman, Humboldt 
and Melfort the distance to Nelson 
is 1,143 miles as compared with 
1,260 to Ft. William. From Regina 
by way of Melville, Yorkton, Can- 
ora to Sturgis, 60 miles due south 
of Hudson’s Bay Junction the dis- 
tance is 175 miles. From Hudson’s 
Bay Junction the'rail distance is 
512 miles. If the 60-mile gap 
between Sturgis and Hudson’s 
Bay Junction were completed as 
is contemplated, and as local con- 
ditions demand, from Regina to 
Nelson by rail would be 747 mileg 
as compared with 776 miles from 
Regina to Ft. William. By way 
of the Regina-Sturgis connection 
the whole of the country west of 
Regina on the main line of the 
C.P.R. and branches, including the 
Crow’s Nest; west of Melville on 
the Grand Trunk; west of York- 
ton on the C.P-R. Edmonton line, 
west of Kamisack on the old C.N.

During the third week of 
the past September wheat went 
forward at the rate of five million 
bushels a day, an average of a mil- 
lion and a quarter bushels a day 
on each track. Given six weeks of 
clear navigation of the straits 
from the third week of August to 
the second week of October, and 
with the railway completed and 
the port in order, the western and 
northern part of the prairies could 
eave the cost of transportation 
from Ft. William to Montreal on 
55 million bushels of the season's 
crop. If the saving were eight 
cents a bushel it would amount to 
four and a half million dollars; 
and this without any capital out- 
lay beyond witat has already been 
made, except the laying of 90 
miles of steel. This saving would 
go far to adjust the balance be- 
tween the easterly and westerly 
portions of the prairies and help 
materially to increase population 
and production. 

The national Welfare demands 
that transportation cost on the 
western crop should be reduced to 
the lowest point’ When such an 
important reduction as that out- 
lined above can be secured at so 
little capital cost, there should be 
no hesitation about its being in- 
curred. 

The railway from The Pas to- 
wards Nelson has cost approxim- 
ately 15 million dollars. Harbor 
improvements at the port have 
cost 10 millions and there can be 
no possible return on that 25 mil- 
lions of expenditure unless the 
railway is completed to the port. 
Failure to lay track on the 90 
miles of grade already built will 
not relieve the country from the 
debt incurred in railway construc- 
tion and port improvements, It 
will cost say a million dollars to 
lay the 90 miles of track and say 
another million to put the road 
already built in shape for opera- 
tion. Twenty-five millions are 
utterly lost unless two million 
more are spent.-If 
mofe are spent the whole invest- 
ment will become profitable both 
directly in yielding a return on 
the investment and indirectly in 
helping to increase production and 
therefore population: 

It is to be specially noted that 
the period of assured navigation 
of the straits is the very season 
when the grain crop of the year is 
being rushed to market in largest 
volume. In former years the har- 
vest was later. But more recently 
the date of harvest has been 
moved forward so that the season 
of the open straits meets the ship- 
ment of the new crop. 


Italy Heard From. 


Premier Mussolini insists that in 
any future dealings by the Allies 
Italy must be considered the equal 
of Britain and France. The new 
premier evidently remembers the 
Italian ‘‘claims,’’ and does not in- 
tend that his country shall be left 
out in any further readjustments 
of territory which may be made. 
Italy was rather shabbily treated 
in the allocation of territory along 
the eastern shore of the Adriatic, 
after having stood by the Allies in 
their darkest days and fought 
through one of the fiercest strug- 
gles of the war. It is not likely
